Power? Indelicate though 
it may be to hark back to 
the sad past, we must re- 
call certain things: the 
Allies, who failed to stop 
Hitier and so to avert the 
last global war and also 
fail to bomb the Nazi 
gas chambers and crema- 
tories — which might have 
helped several million 
Jews to escape extermina- 
tion for lack of technical 
mass-murder facilities — 
these self-same Allies out- 
bid each other in the past 
decade-and-a-half for the. 
friendship, rehabilitation 
and restoration of Germa- 
ny. The warning against 
the rearmament of Ger- 
many, issued by a unanim- 
ous Knesset in November, 


1954. was but an ineffec- 
tual cry in the wilderness. 


In this summer of 1959, 
it is obvious that any at- 
tempt at a total boycott of 
Germany by Israel would 
hurt not so much the Ger- 
mans as ourselves. In these 
bitter circumstances, mo- 
rality (ves, morality) de- 
mands that we should do 
everything necessary, how- 
ever hard it may be on 
ourselves, to ensure the 
survival of the Jewish 
State. Any act, by commis- 
sion or omission, which is 
liable to imperil our secur- | 
ity. is not only a threat to 
Israel and the well-being | 
of Jewry everywhere, but 
‘an offence to the memory | 
of our six million dead. | 
Indeed, the strengthening | 
of Israel is the only true | 
vengeance for their mar- 
tyrdom. 


The. Left-wing parties, 
instead of playing politics 
with at least one unsteady | 
-eye on the forthcoming ge- 
neral elections, would have 
been better advised to help 
Mr. Ben-Gurion to clarify | 
the basic issue in the pub- 
lic mind. On the one hand, |

URING the past week, so 
many readers have asked 

us how to solve the ant prob- 
lem that, despite previous at- 
tention given to these 
in this column, we feel it 
must be deak with. again. 

Ground floor: If you are a 
ground floor dweller, you 
probably have ants marching 
in from the garden. Get rid 
of them by following. their 
trai] until you reach the nest. 
If this is not too far down, 
our a large quantity of boil- 
water into it, which will 
| kill off the entire colony. If 
their nest is alongside a wall 
| Or in @ corner, destroy it by 
| pouring — or petrol 
| over it, th on the ground 
| floor and in flats on higher 
levels, ants enter through a 
crack in the wall or floor. 
Put an end to this by soak- 
ing a wad of cottonwool with 
| paraffin, and plug it into the 
| crack. 


Keep everthing clean: One 
foe ges — plagued with a 
attack ants — added 
the place clean.“ However, 
| that is just what we are go- 
ing te say, but by this we 
mean, take every precaution 
| possible, for, even in the 


| Cleanest house, one or two 
unseen crumbs may cause a 
| mass invasion, 

Here, then are our sug- 
gestions: 

I. Wash up: All dishes and 
cutlery should be washed, 
dried and put away after 
every meal. The sink should 
never be left stacked with 
dirty dishes. 

2. Peur carefully: When 
pouring food from cooking 
pots to containers, do thie- 
over your sink, so that any-

3. Always werk en a sheet 
of paper: Whether the work 
area in your kitchen is for- 
mica, wood, marble or any- 
thing else — always lay a 
sheet of old newspaper over 
it before starting any cook- 
ing or cleaning-up chores. All 
vegetables should be peeled 
onto the paper, bread should 
be eut so that the crumbs 
left on the board can be 
brushed off onto the paper. 
Be sure — ips 
off and away under the gas 
range. When you have fin- 
ished preparing the food, or 
wiping off the remains. of 


thing spilled can easily de 


ter, so that absolutely no- 
thing clings to it. Don't just 
squeeze out the cloth after 
cleaning around, and hang it 
over the side of the sink or 
over the taps, or you will 
be sure to inyite a stream of 
ants. This applies, also, to 
teacloths, Wash them tho- 
roughly each day, and,, to- 
gether with your washcloth, 
hang them outside in the sun. 

6. Plastic Bags: These, too, 
if used for wrapping sand- 
wiches, vegetables and fruit, 
should be carefully washed 
out and hung outside to dry. 

7. Sink and Drain: 
Never leave odd bits of food 
in the triangular container 
in your sink, nor on the plas- 
tic or tim cover over your 
drain. Wrap them in’ 
and discard. The drain itself 
should be sluiced down with 
hot water every day, and, 
whenever possible, let the tap 
water run, so that it flows 
through the drain to keep 
it free from waste matter. 

. Cakes, ice cream, juices: 
Don't sple u tiny drops of 
ice cream mix or cake mix- 
ture all over your tiles or on 
you apron ‘which, if hung 
up covered with spots, will 
surely attract ants). Cover

Labour and the Bomb

LONDON (OFNS).— 


‘THREE British trades 


unions will consider this 
month whether Britain, under 
a future Labour Govern- 
ment, would retain its po- 
sition as the world’s third 
nuclear Power, the only 
country besides Russia and 
the U.S. to possess hydrogen 
and atomic bombs. 

The British Labour Party, 
which may well form the

a rather hurried compromise 
here on June 2%, is that La- 
bour should press for univer- 
sal disarmament by negotia- 
tion and if this cannot be 
achieved Britain should offer 
to give up her own nuclear 
programme if France and 
other prospective: nuclear 
Powers will follow suit.
